W. H. Wright, 


Mines Magnate 
Dies In East 


BARRIE, Ont. (CP)—William 
H. Wright, 75, discoverer of the 
Wright-Hargreaves gold mine 
and one of the Commonwealth's 
wealthiest men, died at his home 
here early today. 

Death was due to a persistent 
bronchial condition from which 
he had suffered for months. 

Dr, Exton Turnbull, attending 
physician, said the bronchial 
condition led to “gradual disin- 
| tegration.” 

Funeral services will be held 
here Saturday with burial in 
Barrie Union Cemetery. 

Mr. Wright is survived by a 
sister, Mrs, Edward Hargreaves, 
Barrie; two nieces and a nephew, 

The English butcher boy who 
arrived in Canada a penniless 
immigrant at the age of 21, had 
lived in semi-retirement for 

many years although he held 
the vice-presidency of the min- 
ing company he helped establish 
|in First World War days—be- 
fore he went overseas to become 
| Canada’s millionaire private. His 
fortune onc was estimated to 
yield uim an income of $2,000,000 
a year. 
| Bill Wright—as he was known 
| to the mining profession across 
the country—-also was founder 
of the Toronto Globe and Mail, 
a morning newspaper. he 
acquired in 1936 when he bought 
the Toronto Globe and then its 
competitor, the Mail and Empire. 
The paper has been published by 
George McCullagh, a close friend 
of Mr. Wright and at the time 
of the Globe and Mail purchase, 
a young broker.

ALTHOUGH THE LABOR GOVERN. 
*™ ment of Britain stil] has three and a 
half years of its five-year term to run, 
Prime Minister Attlee has decided that 
the present time ig opportune to call a 
general election, The move is not sur- 
prising; it has been predicted for some 
months now—almost, indeed, since the 
Socialists were returned to office in 
February, 1950, with a/scant half-dozen 
majority. / 

Since that time the administration 
has been forced to weather a succession 
of attacks by the Consérvative Opposi- 
tion. Votes of confidenbe—the loss of 
which would have led to immediate 
resignation of the government-——have 
been survived by a haii’s breadth on 
several occasions, with members from 
both sides of the House being carried 
from sick-beds to answer the division 
bells. : 

Government under such conditions is 
difficult at any time. In a tense period 

domestically and internationally——such 
as Britain is now passing through it can 
become almost impossible. The issues 
are too critical, the need for national 
unity too great, to permit the adoption 
of important policy to be determined by 
the accident of relative health among the 
members or the temporery advantage of 
a snap division. Britain will therefore 
greet the present announcement with a 
measure of relief. There will be a feel- 
ing that—as expressed on a more historic 
occasion—“At least we know where we 
stand.” 

A second reason for Mr. Attlee's 
decision, if such were needed, may be 
found Yn the internal situation of the 
Labor Party. It has become more and 
more difficult in recent months for the 
Government to present a united face to 
the country. Dissension between the 
orthodox party members and the farther- 
left wing has been increasingly serious. 
This has been so, not only because of 
the danger to the Government's function- 
ing, but because the controversy hits 
directly to the core of important inter- 
national] policy. 

The Prime Minister and most of his 
cabinet are committed to a rearmament 


program that is necessary for the safety 
not only of Britain but of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, and other 
defensive alliances of which she is a 
member. The left-wingers, led by Mr. 
Aneurin Bevan, have urged that the full 
resources of the country be thrown into 
welfare and extended socialization of the 
economy, with an easing of the austerity 
which furthér rearmament demands. In 
a sense Mr. Attlee’s challenge is an ulti- 
matum to Mr. Bevan as well as to Mr. 
Churchill and his Conservatives, The 
party cannot go to the country on a 
divided platform and it would seem that 
the leftists must now either conform to 
the approved platform or strike out on 
their own. 

Thé election should find the Con- 
servatives ready for political battle. 
This is the opportunity for which they 
have been waiting. Mr. Churehill, indeed, 
is reported to have already chosen the 
cabinet he will call. upon in the event 
of an election victory. It would be a 
victory which public opirtion polls today 
indicate to be well within the bounds of 
possibility. 

The Conservatives have as yet issued 
no new platform, although this should 
soon be forthcoming. Obviously, it will 
be difficult to reverse the socialization 
of industry which the Labor Government 
has initiated—impossible and, indeed, 
unwise in some cases. So much Opposi- 
tion statements already. have indicated. 
But the controversial steel - measure 
might still be reopened, the whole trend 
of nationalization could be halted in its 
tracks. 

The repercussions of such an event, 
not only in Britain but in Europe, and 
particularly in the United States where 
millions of private enterprise dollars are 
being marshalled for overseas aid, could 
be tremendous. The election, called for 
October 25, will thus make important 
history whatever the result. Though 
the contest is forced on Mr. Attlee by 
circumstances, the date is his own choice. 
He apparently feels that his chances will 
not improve by waiting—a belief to 
which the growing restlessness of the 
austerity-ridden Briton gives added point. 


Colombo Plan At Work 


“ANADIANS HAVE A BETTER 
understanding of the part this 
country is playing in the Colombo Plan 
following the visit of the bridges and 
highways mission from India and Pékis- 
tan which reached Victoria this week. 
Through their newspapers they have 
learned that Canada is host to the group 
and is doing what it can to assist these 
highly trained engineers from the sub- 
continent to study our techniques in 
public works. 

Those of our citizens who have in- 
quired into the matter will have learned, 
too, that the benefits from the tour have 
not been entirely one-sided. The repre- 
sentatives of the commonwealth and the 
republic which make up the subcontinent 
have been able to present -ideas which 
may aid the Canadian approach to 
various problems. 

The Colombo Plan has been described 
as a program by which we of the more 
fortunate countries within the common- 
wealth can assist in raising the living 
Standards of under-developed areas—in 
this case India, Pakistan and Ceylon. 
That is fundamentally the objective. 


From our point of view it has a two- 
fold purpose. In the first instance it 


reflects the humanitarian desire to assist 


those who lack our advantages. With 
that goes a very obvious approach of 
enlightened self-interest. It is to our 
benefit to facilitate development in the 
areas in question not only to strengthen 
the sinews of the democratic world in 
its contest with communism, but also to 


| “encourage the raising of living standards 


to a point where trade may be revitalized 
between_the assisting nations and the 
Colombo Plan beneficiaries to mutual 
profit 

Our guests will return to India and 
Pakistan, according to one of their 
spokesmen, satisfied that they will be 
ablé to do a better engineering job for 
their countries as a result of the infor- 
mation they have received here. 

Undoubtedly the Canadian engineers 
who have met them during the tour, will 
have received something of value in the 
interchange of ideas and comparison of 
practices. 

Beyond that, the yepresentatives of 
the two Asiatic countries have been, we 
believe, impressed by the desire of 
Canadians to be of assistance to them. 
The friendliness which has been pro- 
moted is by no means the least asset 
which has been created. 

It is incorrect to visualize the 
Colombo Plan or the visit of the present 
mission as an effort to buy friends. It 
is entirely correct, on the other hand, to 
see the plan and the visit as an henest 
reflection of Canada’s desire to extend 
friendship to the beneficiary countries 
in a practical way. 

Tt will be of additional. value, .t0o,.if 
the recent tour has reminded Canadians 
of the long-range purposes of the plan— 
a co-operative endeavor to aséist the 
under-developed areas to help themselves 
in a manner which promises reciprocal 
co-operation as they attain greater eco- 
nomic strength. 


A Fraction Of The Whole 


(THE COMPOSITE NATURE OF THE 

forces to be used in defense of 
western Europe may be seen in the fact 
that while Canada's 27th Brigade, when 
it moyes to Europe in November, will 
be associated with the British command, 
our R.C.A.F. squadrons assigned to that 
theatre will be grouped with United 
States forces. All, of course, are integ- 
rated under Gen. Eisenhower's authority 
as part of the Atlantic Pact force now 
being created. 

The disposition of our troops in Korea 
has been similarly varied, they having 


been initially assigned’ to American sec 
tors and later ‘to the Commonwealth 
command. In this respect they : well 
illustrate the traditional link between 
Britain and this coritinent. It would be 
well to ensure, however, that Canada’s 
contributions to international forces 
maintain their identity despite a variety 
of associations. The Canadians in Korea 
have earned that recognition by their 
conduct in battle, and it is to be expected 
that the less active duty in Europe will 
find our men equally outstanding in 
military efficiency. 


Out Of The Red In One Jump 


EN THE GREATER VICTORIA 
Celebrations Association began its 
preparations for this year’s observance 
of May 24, its members knew they had 
inherited a $4,000 deficit from the pre- 
ceding year. When the 1951 financial 
statement was presented to the member- 
ship the other day, Chairman M. F. 
Hunter was able to report a surplus of 
$1,700, 
All those who contributed to the fes- 
tivities four months ago deserve some 
measure of appreciation for staging a 


worthwhile celebration and keeping 
expenses so far within their means that 
they were able to replace a deficit with 
a credit. The various committee men 
concerned, however, would be the first 
to attribute this happy state of affairs 
to the leadership and direction given by 
Mr. Hunter. 

He and his assistants have scored a 
notable achievement. In a day when a 
balanced budget is an accomplishment, 
they move a step higher into the realms 
of minor phenomena.

by the B.C. Provincial Health and Wel- 
fare Branch and released by Health Min- 
ister A. D. Turnbull. 

This department is to be commended 
for their careful and tiMely efforts in 
this survey which deals with the very 
foundations of the public health and wel- 
fare. The report shows that many B.C. 
families are spending too much money on 
candy, cakes and prepared foods and not 
enough on simple, wholesome, body-build- 
ing foods with the proper vitamin con- 
tents. 

The common use of soft drinks and 
jams, etc., is also deprecated. The report 
particularly reveals the average diet of 
school children, which is an index, of 
course, to the eating habits of the family. 

The free use of suger in the diet, 
whether in jams, soft drinks, candies, or 
other ways, is detrimental to the general 
health of the body, affecting the teeth, 
depriving the system of much-needed cal- 
cium and opening the way for various 
disorders.

One could add to the report the harm- 
fulness of the use of tea and coffee, 
tobacco and alcoholic liquors. Statistics 
show that in 1950 Canada as a whole con- 
sumed about 7,000,000 gallons of alcoholic 
spirits and nearly 5,000,000 gallons of 
wine, to say nothing of the millions of 
gallons of beer, and these figures are 
steadily rising 

In our eating and drinking habits we 
are failing to profit by the, up-to-date 
painstaking medical and scientific re- 
search. into these matters ‘conducted, by 
the most eminent men of today. Higher 
wages, an abundant supply of the prod- 
ucts of the earth, are leading many today 
more and more to a careless indulgence 
in the things that please their palates, 
without regard to the consequences.

With your statement that no nation 
is economically self-sufficient no one will 
quarrel. When you go on to say that 
“the United States’ economy, producing 
and consuming a Jarge part of the world's 
total’ goods, dominates every. other na- 
tional economy, largely governs all prices 
and as it rises or falls must take the 
world with it” you are also on safe 
ground. 

But when you praceed to say that “the 
loss of our British and European markets 
is not our fault” you insinuate that such 
a state of affairs is the fault of the Brit- 
ish and European governments. In fact 
you state so in the following sentence. 

There, sir, is where I take issue with 
you, There is today, in our complex 
world, a tendency to over-simplify mat- 
ters. 

British and European inability (not 
jisinclination) to buy more goods from 


jollar countries is the result of a variety 
of causes. 


We are apt to forget that the British 
sconomy was bankrupt by two wars. 
Britain has no natural resources of un- 
limited extent. She has to import about 
40 per cent of her food; she has to pay 
sky-rocketed prices with a depreciated 
currency—prices largely. the result of 
stock-piling in the U.S.4,. or of competi- 
ive bidding from America 

Britain has been a trading nation for 
centuries and has learned, far better than 
most countries, that trade is a two-way 
affair. She would buy more from Canada 
f she had the dollars wherewith to pay. 
{f, however, she finds these dollars too 
iard to get, who can blame her for 
trading where she can? 

The special lobbies at Ottawa of inter- 
ested Canadian automobile manufacturers 
have not helped the importation of British 
cars. The refusal of the State of Wash- 
ington to consider a bid by Ferranti of 

mdon and Lancashire, electrical en- 
gineers, though that bid was less than 
any American bid by some’$250,000,"is a 
matter of recent interest and proves that 
export to dollar countries is not always 
a simple matter 


In conclusion, let us not adopt any 
self-righteous attitude, for the economic 
ills of the world are too complicated, too 
diverse, too international to be analyzed 
airily in a paragraph or two

Place 
icy, wet cotton pads over your 
éyes. Let go in every muscle and 
in every worry. A half hour 
would be wonderful, but ten min- 
utes will help, if you relax 

Fatigue usually hits folks in 
one of two spots: the back of the 
neck or the feet. If your neck 
aches take a few minutes to do 
the following exercises. Drop the 
head backward. Raise the head 
and touch the chin to the chest 
Repeat severe! times. Another: 
Make circles with the head, mov 
ing first in one direction and 
then the other. 

Also massage the back of your 
neck with your hands, using one 
hana first and then the Other, or 
both, kneading the flesh between 
the heel of the hand and the 
fingers. After this place a hot 
water bottle underneath your 
neck while you rest with the 
paas over your eyes 

If your fatigue centres in the 
feet do this: Lie down on a bed 
and grip hard with the toes as 
though you were trying to pick 
something up with them. Relax 
Repeat a number of times. Place 
the feet in hot water for a few 
minutes. Remove and dry them. 
Now massage your feet, digging 
in with your fingers over the 
bottoms. Use cold cream for this 
massage. Wash the cream off, 
dash the feet with cold water, dry 
and apply a powder 

If you have practically no 
time in between work ‘and .ayi- 
other engagement, throw your- 
self across the bed for at least 
five minutes and then get,up and 
think how much fun you are go- 
ing to have! Often just a bath 
and change of clothes will re- 
fresh you

OAP’s Devise Many Ways’ 
To Produce Proof Of Age 


By GORDON FORBES 

Workers in the Victoria old-age 
security offices are wondering 
what to expect next when old 
people try to show proof of age. 

Proof of age is the big factor 
in obtaining the new old-age se- 
curity payments due to start next 
year, and potential recipients are 
going to great pains to establish 
the necessary facts. While birth 
certificates naturally are the best 
proof, many old people can’t pro- 
duce them. 

Latest incident at the local of- 
fice concerned a woman who 
found herself in this position. 


Not to be outdone, however, she | 
left in a big hurry to look for | 
her baby spoon which she rey 


calls had her name and age in- 
scribed thereon. 

Another case concerns a man 
who found his birth certificate 
missing. He solved the proof of 
age pfoblem by submitting a silk 
handkerchief he had won as a 
prize in 1881 for writing the best 
essay. He was ten at the time. 
Officials accepted it as authentic. 
SUBMIT WAR RECORDS 

One woman couldn't find her 
birth certificate but did have a 
wedding ring on -which was in- 
scribed her name and age. 

Medals from the Riel Rebellion 
were submitted as age proof by 
another old-timer, and Boer War 
records have been accéPted from 
many applicants. 

Family Bibles are being used a 
great deal by persons lacking 
birth certificates. Many old 
Bibles had a page specially in 
serted for the family” names: 
Baptisimal certificates also are 
acceptable. 


Meanwhile, employees have 
been working overtime doing the 
abundant work arising out of the 
applications. 


Officials are frankly concerned 
about the present — situation. 
About 48,000 persons in the prov- 
ince will be eligible for the new 
pensions, but to date only 27,000 
have applied. 


If the filing of applications 
doesn't step up soon, it is feared 
many old people will be too late 
to receive the first payment to- 
wards the end of January. 


“Time is running out,” said an 
official. 


He explained that all of De- 
cember will be required to check 
over the applications. If appli- 
cants delay, he warned it may 
be several months before they 
can be considered and pensions 
be confirmed. i
